"Professors who are leaving the University of McGill 
to go elsewhere for higher salaries certainly are unpatriot- 
ic, stated MPP Frank Hanley in the Ballroom vesterdav. 
at a meeting sponsored by the Debating Union. - 

The City Councillor and Mem-

All Quebec 
Universities 
fuse Aid 



The National Conference 
of Canadian Universities 
yesterday reported that all 
Quebec universities have re- 
turned their federal univer- 
sity grants. 

As it stands now, the NCCU, 
who distributes money .to the Fe- 
deral Government, holds in trust 
for the universities in the pro- 
vince the amount of J17.000.000. 

The grant is based on $1.50 
per head of the population in Ca- 
nada; it is then divided among 
the universities in each province 
in accordance with student enrol- 
ments in relation to the provin- 
cial population. 

$1,648,600 AVAILABLE 

For grants purposes, students 
in a course leading to a degree 
are considered to be enrolments. 
McGill has 6,598 in this category. 
The amount available to McGill 
was $1,648,600. 

•It was reported that the Pres- 
byterian College of Montreal, affi- 
liated with McGill, was accepting 
a grant of $5,497 this year. More- 
cvor College Marie-dê-France, a 
c'sssical college and affiliated 
with the University of Paris, ac- 
cepted $25,236. On the other 
hand, the University of Montreal 
stated last week that the grant 
amounting to * 
to be refused.

Ilecnan's stand was outlined 
in a press release to the Daily 
last night The text read as fol- 
lows: 

"It Is my opinion that this sort 
of action would be most illad- 
vised at this time. It might well 
destroy the favorable climate of 
opinion which has grown in sup- 
port of the students and univer- 
sities. Should any incident occur 
the student cause may well be set 
back for several years. 

CONCENTRATED ACTION 

"Bather than take hasty action 
on rather ill defined aims, I 
would like a concentrated, plan- 
ned action— which might be long 
termed — with a specific and de- 
clared aim of forcing a solution 
of the government grants pro- 
blem. The inability of the uni- 
versities to accept both federal 
and provincial grants is to me the 
crux of the university problem. 
It is preferable to bring pressure 
on this, than to have a march on 
Quebec to express dissatisfaction 
with a bill which, in spite of Its 
many weaknesses, does make con- 
cessions to the students."

ber of the Quebec Legislative 
Assembly could not understand 
why this university is operating 
under a deficit even though its 
students pay the highest fees in 
Canada and its professors receive 
the lowest salaries.

As a result of the editor's 
printing an article by Robert 
Fiander, B.A. 4, the Judicial 
Committee recommended that 
Donald Angus, B.A. 4. resign his 
position as editor of the student 
newspaper, The Athenaeum. 

FOUL BLASPHEMY ' 

Fiander has since been expell- 
ed for writing the article which 
was labelled as "foul blasphemy" 
by Dr W. Kirkconnell, university 
president. Following the latest 
acUon, that of the resignation of 
almost the entire staff of the 
newspaper, Dr. Kirkconnell an- 
nounced the dissolution of the 
student committee. The commit- 
tee's duties will now be handled 
by- the university's Board of Go- 
vernors, Dr. Kirkconnell said.

ST. JOHN'S, Nfld, Feb. 16 — At least four persons are 
dead and an unknown number injured as the result of 
a hurricane-driven blizzard which hit Eastern New- 
foundland today.

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Learning From Plato 

Every once, in. a while one comes to appreciate the 
wfcilorn and insight of those philosophic giants of early 
Cti'cece. IMato' and Aristotle, for example, have much 
' to 'say which can be Very well applied to our own lives and 
to tlie lives' of those about us, even though these men 
lived and wrote thousands of years ago. 

It seems, however, that it takes some sort of an oc- 
casion to make one think about what those men have said, 
.lust such a situation arose yesterday in the Ball rosin of 
the Students' Union. 

In the sixth book of the Republic, Plato recounts- the 
now-famous "Parable of the Ship". Although it is only a 
Short anecdote, it teaches us a fundamental truth about 
politics and politicians. 

According to Plato, this parable concerns a ship in. 
which there is v a captain who although taller and stronger 
,' than any of the crew, is a little deaf and has a slight in- 
i'irmity in sight, 1,1 i* knowledge of navigation, Plato has- 
tens to add, is rather meagre. I : . ' 

There are a number of sailors on this ship and they 
begin loajuarrel among themselves as to who should steer.. 
They all want to try their hand at steering and every one 
is of the opinion that he has the right to the job even- 
though he has never learned the art of navigation. Thcte 
sailors say that navigation cannot be taught and they are 
"ready to cut to pieces anyone who says tile contrary '. 

All those ignorant sailors throng about the captain 
and beg him to allow them to do the steering. If they do 
not get, the job and some others are preferred,' they kill 
those others and .throw them overboard. Finally, having 
succeeded in getting the captain drunk, they mutiny, hike 
possession of the ship and make free with the stores. And 
in this fashion, eating and drinking, they proceed on their 
voyage without the [ slightest regard for the safety of the 
ship and its passengers. 

< As for the man who aids them in their plot of getting 
the ship out of the captain's hands into their own (by 
force or by persuasion), they compliment with the name 
of sailor, pilot or able seaman. As lor the man who is the 
true pilot and who is thcVjv'ly orju really qualified to steer 
the ship, they call him good-for-inothing and a .tuar-gay.sr. 
The true pilot has mastered! the art of navigation 
and has studied the seasons, stars and winds — but to the 
tailors he is only a dreamer, a pure theoretician. 

The interpretation of this parable is quite straight 
forward. And yet, if we apply it to our own situation, we 
can learn an important les-on from Plato's thought. 

The ship represents our Province of Quebec. The 
sailors who clamour for the right to steer the ship stand 
for the great mass of ignorant politicians who try and run 
our affairs, in the Parliament. These men want to take 

• control for their own benefit, without the slightest con- 
cern for the welfare of the people whom they are sup- 
posed to represent. - 

The majority of the politicians in power today believe, 
as did the sailors of Plato's parable, that the only way to 
learn to administer a Province (or a city or a country) is 
by getting elected and then actually governing. In other 
.Avords, they seize power from the people, (who; like the 
chip's captain, are big and strong but dull and a hit short- 
sighted), and then learn, to run the affairs of the state 
as !>est they can. • , . 

• T Yesterday, in thtrUnion Ballroom, one of these sai- 
lors spoke to the students- and tried to tell them that he 
bad their interests at heart. He admitted that he had has 
no formal training. In fact, he was rather proud that he 
had "worked up the hard Way". But as much as we admire 
his climb to fame and fortune, we cannot agree with his 
theory that "common sense" is alt you need to administer 
the Province of Quebec. (Although sometimes one would 

. be happy to settle for a little of that). 

These are the men who sit in our Parliament and 
decide on whether or not MctJill should receive aid this 
year. These are the men who administer the public affairs 
of this Province. It is no wonder that the ship seems to be

Students' Society President Roy 
Heenan pointed out that anyone 
who could not afford college and 
did not receive assistance natur- 
ally was not attending McGill 
and so could not be in the room. 
Heenan also said that McGill was 
not receiving federal grants and 
provincial grants are one-quarter 
of those of Ontario. 

"The- man from St. Ann's" res 
plied: "f meant to go back to 
Quebec and bring back the de- 
mands of the McGill student 
body. I do not know the figures 
of Ontario.. H is not a problem for 
' students if the professors are not 
receiving enough salaries."

Vorzyk 
edged out Cameron Grout of 
McGill in the latter event. 

Friday night McGill earned 50 
points when they • defeated the 
University of New Brunswick 
and College Militaire Royale at 
St. Johns. UNB and CMR obtain- 
ed 32 and 12 points respectively. 

For the Redmen, Richard Pound 
was the star. He won the 100, 
220 and 440 yards free style at 
St. Johns. At Kingston he won 
the 220 yards free style. Came- 
ron Grout, another leading swim- 
mer for the Redmen, won the 50 
yards free style and the 200 yards 
butterfly at St. Johns as well as 
the 50 yards free style at Kings- 
ton.

McGill was on the wrong end 
of a winning streak week-end at 
the girls' volleyball meet in 
Toronto. The first place team, 
after two day's play, was Western 
while McGill came a weak last.
